Under the: circumstance® it is 
imperative that wo employ every intelligence resource to insure that 
these military buildups do not include weapons that would extend the 
Soviet range of striding power to arena of Hi® world which now feel 
relatively secure from nuclear threats.

shipping missiles all suggest a disturbing parallel to developrasnts in 
Cuba preceding the establishment of the MRBM and IRBM missile sites. 
Intermediate-jsaage missile* in Indonesia would threaten Australia, 
the Philippines, Guam, and Taiwan, and. probably would create damaging 
repercussions within the Sf-ATO alliance. Although it is possible that 
the buildup of armaments wt® intended only to support Djakarta in its 
claim* on West lew Guinea, the scale of Soviet activity and the altered 
circumstances since the Soviet failure in Culm suggest a potentially 
dangerous situation which demands investigation,.
